(Since I am receiving numer¬ 
ous leters, almost daily 1 asking 
why I aim organizing forthe 
Farmers’ Union of Canada after 
having served for years on the 
executive board of the U.F.A., 
I wish to make vlain to all farm¬ 
ers my position. 

Since our marketing plan is 
presumed to enhance the general 
prosperity of the three provinces, 
the need on an interprovincial 
organization seems obvious to 
me if democratic control iof the 
pool is to be maintained. To em¬ 
phasize this point it wjll be re¬ 
am,embered thatt the rejection of 
19,21 tentative wheat pool plan 
was due toi divergence of views 
on the part of our leaders. There 
was a division among the prov¬ 
inces. Again the saane thing oc¬ 
curred in connection with the fed¬ 
eral compulsory wheat board 
plan. We have witnessed, tjme 
and time again ? one brand of 
salve offered in one province and 
another in an'other, in every in¬ 
stance quack remedies. The, nat¬ 
ural outgrowth of this situaton 
was the birth of the Farmers’ 
Union of Canada, formed within 
the past three years, which now 
has over 600 locals in Saskatche¬ 
wan Alberta and Manitoba and 
new locals being formed in these 
three provinces every day. Why? 
Because farmers are coming to 
see the need of interp,rovincial or 
ganization hack te.f an interprov- 
ncial federated pool—this in ord¬ 
er that even influence may be ob¬

Powerful locomotives 
are changed forty- 
eight times daily in the 
movement of the Trans- 
Canada trains find ten 
sets of equipment are in 
constant operation. 


T he Trans-Canada Limited, the crack transcontinental express 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, operated from May to Sep¬ 
tember, completed its 1924 schedule on September 13tb, when its 
last trains started and on September 17th these trains steamed 
Into the termini at Montreal and Vancouver, bringing to a close 
one of the service’s most successful seasons. The train covers 
the 2,886 miles of its run between the two cities in 90 hours and 
its Toronto-Vancouver run of 2,707 miles in_S6 hours. 

1 Mr. C. B. Foster, Passenger Traffic Manager, summing up 
the season’s performance, gave out some remarkably interesting 
figures which afford a partial insight into the magnitude of the 
task of maintaining such a service. The Trans-Canada Limited 
began its runs this year on May 18th, and before being discon¬ 
tinued made 119 trips in each direction, or 238 in all. The 
equipment of the train is limited to one baggage, one dining car, 
four standard sleepers, one 10-compartment car Vancouver to 
Montreal, and one 10-compartment car Toronto to Winnipeg, 
with a drawing room-3-compartment observation sleeper Mont¬ 
real to Vancouver, plus a local sleeper on the west-bound 
movement only from Fort William to Winnipeg. Thus the maxi¬ 
mum accommodation available in each direction between the 
East and Winnipeg is forty-eight sections, twenty-three com¬ 
partments and five drawing rooms, while between Winnipeg and 
the Coast there are forty-eight sections, thirteen compartments 
and five drawing rooms. The average number of passengers 
on the train at night varies from seventy-five to 110 on different 
sections of the line, but for the 119 days the train was in service 
last season there was a one-night use of approximately 100,000 berths. 


The 


east-bound and west-bound trains together covered 6,292 miles every day, 
which includes the distance between Montreal and Vancouver, 2,886 miles, 
and between Toronto and Sudbury, 260 miles, covered by each train and its 
Toronto-Sudbury connection. Thus the season’s mileage was 758,748 for 
the 238 trips, or three times the distance from the earth to the moon. 

Each day four Trans-Canada trains were in motion over the Company’s 
lines in each direction. At 8 A.M. each day, one was west-bound between 
Cartier a:.d Chapleau, one between Kenora and Winnipeg, one between Medi¬ 
cine Hat and Calgary, and one between North Bend and Vancouver, while at 
that hour one east-bound was approaching Glacier, one approaching 
Regno:, one east of Fort William and one between Chalk River and Ottawa. 
Ten complete sets of equipment, of which four were in motion each way 
every day and one was being cleaned, refitted and turned round at each end 
' " ■•••>.» -on’iirfrl to maintain the service. 


The year’s schedule called for 22 changes of engine on every Trans- 
Canada run from Montreal to Vancouver and two engines for the 
Toronto-Sudbury connection made by each train. There were 48 engine 
runs daily for the service. Including these engine-stops, the trains made 1 
only 26 stops on their whole run. It is on this steady movement at a 
uniform speed over long distances and not on high speed that the trains 
maintained their fast schedules over the transcontinental journey and the 
elimination of all but essential stops resulted in the smooth running for 
which it is noted. Owing to the necessity of changing trains crews or. 
such a long run, about 14 crews, or about S4 men, were required for wu 
trip on each train, wbde 48 sleeping and dining-car employees w 
required for each nr', on nre t-rvn o- nearly 400 men for this trench '■*’ tb- 
| Trans-Canada sorvi.ee. None of the hundreds of employees whose dm

One of the many gifts offered 
by enthusiastic individuals to the 
Prince of Wales on his visit, the 
majority of which he could not for 
obvious reasons accept, was a pack¬ 
age of French-Canadian tobacco 
grown on a farm at St. Roch l’Achi- 
gan, situated near the boundaries of 
Montcalm and Assomption counties. 
In a letter from the Alberta ranch 
the Prince through his secretary 
thanked the donor for the gift. 


A cablegram from London, Eng¬ 
land, quotes an article in the “Finan¬ 
cial News” dealing with the British 
Empire Exhibition. It stresses the 
exceptionally fine exhibit staged by 
Canada and the unquestionable# 
benefit to trade relations it has 
effected. The article pays a high 
tribute to the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way exhibit, describing the railway’s 
gorgeously illuminated map of Can¬ 
ada, with its 5,000 incandescent 
lights as probably the most brilliant 
specimen of cartography ever seen 
at the exhibition or elsewhere.

Editorial Comment 


One of the greatest blights of 
civilization is selfishness, o,r lack 
of brotherly co-operation. 

The narrow self-centred mind 
becomes poisoned by a totxin of 
mistrust, doubt and envy’ The 
toxin insidously destroys the in¬ 
dividual enjoyment of social life, 
and creating suspicion and mis¬ 
trust ultimately destroys all Dope 
of success in co-operative effort 
for the betterment of civilization. 

It is deary portrayed n the 
following British statement of a 
prominent clergylman, Rev. R. J. 
Campbell who says: 

The Other day I took part in a 
meeting convened for the purpose 
of advocating the reducton of 
armaments and the substitution 
of arbitration for war. It was a 
non-party meeting, the vrincipal 
speakers representing all the 
prominent political parties of the 
State. 

The- finest speeches were un¬ 
doubtedly made by the most out- 
and-out opponents of militarism, 
and they made the deepest, im¬ 
pression on the audience chiefly 
because of the moral passion with 
which they were charged. 

But I noticed that running all 
through their indictment of war 


and war-mentality was the as-j 
sumption that somewhere or other 
there existed a set of diabolically 
wicked people whose interests 
were served by fomenting strife, 
between otherwise peaceable folk, 
and that in some mysterkius way; 
these unscrupulous persons were 
invested with the power of forc¬ 
ing an unwilling wlorld to fight. 

Capitalismm, Nationalism, the j 
military caste, the matters of 
armament's and the owners of i 
newspapers were all jointly and; 
severally credited with the re-; 
spicmsibility for setting men to 
killing each other. 

This kind of argument will not 
do.- it is false to the facts. We 
all enjioy passing on blame and 
having a scapegoat to belabour: 
it is soothing to our consciences 
but mortally harmful. 

The plain truth is that we all 
help to engender tthe war spirit. 
\\ ar existed before capitalists, 
nationalities, the military pro 
fession, munition factories and 
journalists were heard of. 

At the worst these are only 
the modern means by which an 
ancient spirit finds expinession. 

The real cause of war is selfish 
passion operating through the 
group mind. 

It is fear, mutual distrust, mass 
suggestion, national vanity, cov¬ 
etousness, jealousy, and the like 
which make wars; and these are 
vices in which we all share. They 
are our natural egoism, socially 
magnified. 

I(t) is impossible to believe that 
any set of men anywhere is en¬ 
gaged n plottng war for person¬ 
al and private profit or aggrand- 
igehient. 

But we are all guilty of it in 
so far as we allow ourselves to en¬ 
tertain a prejudice or a feeling of 
antagonism towards a fellow- 
creature or a class or nation not 
our own. 

. What is needed ’to end war is 
the same kind of change of 
thought and feeling which put a 
stop to witch burning, slavery, 
ond infanticide. 

War will cease when it becolmes 
unthinkable. Let us individually 
do our best to hasten the hour. -
